In Belleville and Romulus 

Counseling centers to join forces

Romulus’ Help and Job Placement Center 
is joining forces with the staff of Belleville’s 
crisis program, “The Number,” to broaden 
counseling in both communities. 

Help and Job Placement Center Director 
Leonard* Mel nick last week said plans are 
nearly complete to merge the two programs 
into a counseling center-crisis hotline 
operation similar to those used in other 
communities. 

“At first the people in Romulus wanted to 
establish their own hotline,” Melnick said, 
“But that proved to be a needless duplication 
of effort if the Belleville program already 
existed 

"ITWOUbO serve both communities better 


'What was more logical than to merge the two?' 


if both programs were merged into one im- 
proved service.” 

The move was one of several made by 
operators of the help center in Romulus to 
improve services and broaden the scope of 
the program - 

“Sometimes there seems to be too much 
duplication of services and with them a 
reduction in efficiency among the various 
drug program's” Melnick said “The staff 
here in Romulus was offering person-to- 
person crisis counseling, while The Number' 
was offering a telephone listing ear for 
residents with an immediate crisis. 


“What was more bgical than to merge the 
two, providing Romulus’ center w ith a means 
to reach more in the community while 
providing Romulus' residents with the crisis 
telephone which wasn't included in the 
original program? 

THE WHEELS of merger were allowed to 
roll following the announcement May 1 that 
the federal government had funded the 
Romulus program for another years. 

“The help center received a $91,000 federal 
grant and with the funds, I was instructed to 
hire another staff person td handle the crisis 
line operation,” Melnick said. 


Melnick hired Cathy Calvillo. 

Funds sent by the federal government also 
enabled the help center to work on a 
cooperative program with Inkster’s Hegira 
Drug Center. 

ROMULUS NOW WILL send heroin addicts 
in need of methadone detoxification treat- 
ment to Inkster in exchange for Inkster’s 
right to use the job counseling facilities 
established in Romulus 

“Again, the staff at the help center con- 
sidered establishing its own methadone 
detoxification program and it seemed like 
aneedless duplication of effort, if th^lnkster 


program existed. Melnick said, "part of the 
federal grant will be used to lease a 12- 
passenger bus to transfer Romulus clients to 
the Inkster program 

“The vanaiso can be used by community 
workers to reach more of the Romulus 
community.” 

Melnick said a portion of the Romulus 
program designed to “meet the people’’ of 
Romulus appears to be working. 

“HELP CENTER workers have gone into 
areas frequented by young people, have 
visited schools and have talked to service 
clubs in an effort to “spread the word’ aobut 
the program,” he said “It appears to be 
working because there now is a caseload of 70 
or 00 individuals who see members of the staff 
on a regular basis, and more than 400 in- 
dividuals who have been placed in jot*.”

A windfall of $348,650 in 
once-lost federal and state 
funds for Huron Township 
won’t aid Sumpter Township 
in gaining access to a sewer 
system unoess Sumpter can 
come up with more than 
$350,000. 

Huron is slated t<j receive 
two federal and state grants 
held back by the govern- 
mental agencies when 
Sumpter backed out of a three- 
community agreement in 1968. 
The government refused to 
pay Huron money spent on 
building a major sewer line to 
Sumpter even though county 
engineers had advised the 
township to build it 

Huron Supervisor George 
Moore and the board of 
trustees had initiated a court 
suit to gain the mondy. but a 
letter to President Nixon’s 
personal secretary, Rosemary 
Woods* LioupjH results in a 
letter notifying Huron it would 
receive the $176,750 in federal 
funds soon. State funds 
totaling $108,855 are expected 
to be granted as soon as 
federal money arrives. 

HURON’S financial 
situation ought to be “pretty 
good’’ after the funds arrive, 
Sumpter Supervisor Robert 
Marble said. But Huron is 
attempting to charge Sumpter 
$350,000 for the same in- 
terceptor share that cost! 
$186,000 to build in 1969. The 
addec chargesarefor interest 
and other costs, Marble was 
told.

Grand opening success

Van Buren Township’s new 
101-acre recreational site 
located on the north shore of 
Belleville Lake. 

Milliken was among the 


featured guest speakers who 
attended the ribbon cutting 
ceremonies that signaled the 
grand opening of Van Buren 
Park on Memorial Day. 


Surplus funds eyed 
for sewer payments 


Surplus bond funds of 
$327,000 will be used to finance 
the construction of a new 30- 
inch sanitary sewer line ex- 
tension in Van Buren Town- 
ship. 

The Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees has ap- 
proved a resolution for the use 
of the surplus funds. 

The southern Van Buren- 
Belleville sewer interceptor 
would extend from the Savage 
Road-Liberty Street in- 
tersection. where the 
downriver sewage dispoal 
interceptor is located, north 
along Sumpter Road into the 
township 

THE SEWER, when com- 
pleted, will serve 4,500 
families in the southwest 
section of the township. 

Theboard’s resolution along 
with a request for the transfer 
of the surplus bond funds for 
the additional sewer facilities 
has been forwarded to the 
Wayne County Road Com- 
mission. The road commission 
.will construct and maintain 
the extension. 

In January 1970 a contract 
between the township and the 
Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners was agreed to 
for the construction of sewer 
improvements in the township 
and for the issuance of bonds 
to finance them. 

The contract also provided 


for the use of any surplus 
funds from the bond issue, 
with the approval of the 
township trustees, in the 
financing the additional sewer 
facilities , 

THE CITY OF Belleville 
and the township recently 
reached an agreement on the 
city ’s purchase of sewer line 
rights and capacity, settling 
the controversy surrounding 
the 30-inch sewer line ex- 
tension. 

Under the terms of the 
agreement the city will buy 
sew-er rights from the town- 
ship. 

The city' has agreed to pay 


the township $57,500 along 
with 7.2 per cent interest 
annually for its share of the 
cost of the southern extension 
and three risers. The cost 
includes the right to introduce 
the agreed upon capacity into 
the extension. 

The $57,500 will be paid off in 
annual installments of 
$4,683.72 The first installment 
will be paid July 1. 

Township officials said a 
minimum bid of $248,975 for 
the construction of the 
proposed sanitary sewer line 
extension has been received 
by the city.

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The Sumpter Township 
Board of True tees has agreed 
to notify Huron that it is 
prepared to begin negotiations 
over participation in the in- 
terceptor’s financing, but the 
trustees have balked at the 
$200,000 surcharge. Marble 
said. 

“The township has never 


negotiated seriously with 
Huron over this after the 
project went on without us,” 
Marble said. 

In addition to problems with 
financing, the Michigan 
Department of Natural 
Resources apparently has 
closed the Flat Rock Treat- 
ment Plant to further input 
because it is overloaded. 


Sewage from Sumpter put 
'through the interceptor would 
have to go to the Flat Rock 
plant. 

EVEN IF Sumpter could 
negotiate a plan with Huron, 
the township has no money to 
work with. Marble said If the 
township was to participate in 
the sewage program, it would 
have to forgo a desperately 


needed water program. 

Attempts by Sumpter of- 
ficials to gain federal and 
state money for sewers has 
failed even though the Wayne 
County Health Department 
has declared water in many 
areas of Sumpter unsafe to 
drink because of con- 
tamination from human feces 
and wastes. 
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The governor said that he 
was quite impressed with the 
park site and praised both 
township officials and com- 
munity members for making 
the park’s opening to township 
and City of Belleville residents 
a memorable day in the 
history of Van Buren. 

HE PRAISED the work by 
the volunteers who assisted 
the Michigan Department of 
Natural resources <DNR> in 
the fish kill program and 
restocking of the lake with 
game fish 

“The state was impressed 
with the cooperation it 
received from the community 
in lake clean up program 
Milliken told the capacity 
audience. He also praised 
residents on how nice the park 
was and the civic feeling that 
now exists about the town- 
ship's new recreational 
facility. 

The governor joined other 
governmental officials in 
taking part in an inside-the- 
park parade. 

Township officials said 
more than 3,000 people visited 
the new park during the day. 
Parking areas provided for 
park visitors were filled 
continously throughout the 
day a park official said

After more than six years of 
operation, the cooperative — 
which the operators refuse to 
call a “nursery” — has 
“taught’’ hundreds of four- 
year-olds nothing which adds 
to their formal schooling, but 


the lesson of a lifetime about 
how to cope wit h the world 
“The prog ram’s not 
designed to te ach children 
their ABCs” sa Vjd Rosemarie 
Plocki, a member of the 
cooperative’s t board of 
directors “But J,t j s designed 
to teach the c»T|dren how to 
act in a classroom situation 
“THEY LE Arn that the 
teacher’s wor^JJ , s the law and 
that they areJ supposed to be 
courteous ^ n d thoughtful 
while in groups 
“Those ar e lessons which go 


a long way toward improving 
a child’s ability to learn. 

The nursery program, 
designed by Romulus Mayor 
Pro Tern Beverly McAnally 
and Jean Ursery in 1968, has 
become an opportunity' for 
children to become 
acquainted with their peers 
and an opportunity for 
mothers to “get away from it 
all” for a few hours. 

“I don’t know what I’d do 
without the opportunity.” 
Mrs Potcki said “It gives me 
a chance to shop if I want or to

Under the suggested 
program, existing water 
mains in the township will be 
extended down Haggerty 
Koad from .Judd to Ware 
Road. on Martinsville Hoar 1 
from Willow to Oakville-Waltz 
Koad. on Ware Road from 
Haggerty to Marti n§ville and 
Oakville-Waltz Road and from 


system lines are not available 
Martinsville to Sumpter Road, 
if enough money is available 

Wayne County Department 
of Health surveyors warned 
township officials in a 
report released earlier this 
year that the water situation 
in Sumpter is dangerous to 
the health of a majority of 
citizens 

THE HIGH WATER table in 
the township has been con- 
taminated by human waste 
from septic tanks and not 
enough proper drainage is 
available in the township 


Although no illnesses have 
boon roportod. the possibility 
of an epidemic of water- 
carried disease is possible, 
health officials said 

The surveyors urged the 
township to place priority on 
proper water supply and 
drainage programs in order to 
safeguard the health of 
residents 

Most Sumpter residents 
obtain their water from 
shallow wells Water that 
could be obtained from deep 
wells is sulfer- tasting, and the 
Detroit metropolitan water 


to all residents In spite of the 
availability of water systems, 
many residents have not 
tapped into the lines because 
of the tap-in expense and 
continue to use wells. 

Even though many 

residents do not utilize safe 
water, according to Sumpter 
Supervisor Robert Marble 

APPROXIMATELY $300,- 
000 in Water Department 
funds are available The funds 
will be used for the water 
main improvements. 

The township board 
members have tried to gain 
federal support for a com- 
prehensive water system to no 
avail. Marble said. 


“The township will have to 
go along as best it can,” he 
added 

The Sumpter Township 
Board of Trustees is con- 
templating phase one of the 
water program If phase two 
and three are completed, the 
township would have a 
complete water system 
ALTHOUGH THE township 
has funds to complete most of 
the first phase, officials are 
trying to obtain a loiin from 
the federal government at five 
per cent over a 40-year period 
to finish the job 
Bids will be let for the water 
line extensions as soon as 
specifications can be drawn 


up and the bids advertised. 
Marble said.

House shuns 'sunshine' bill 

Legislator learns about 'dosed' meetings 


By WES THORP, Unsing Bureau 



Rep Perry Bullard. D-Ann Arbor, learned 
the hard way how his fellow House members 
feel about open meetings for governmental 
bodies 

Bullard, a 31-year-old attorney, introduced 
a bill requiring governmental bodies from 
township boards to university boards of 
regents, to hold their proceedings in public. 

His House colleagues took his bill, used it 
for target practice and then threw it back to 

WHAT STARTED out as a bill which would 
require each governmental body to reserve 
seats for the public at its meetings, ended up 
as a bill which authorizes the governmental 
units to hold secret meetings. 

“The public is defrauded by a bill which 
allows so many secret meetings,” Bullard 
said “Florida's open meetings law, “The 


'I voted no because secret meetings would be allowed' 


Sunshine Law,’ prohibits all secret meetings. 
Michigan citizens are entitled to no less 
government in the sunshine than are Florida 
citizens " 

Bullard's ‘sunshine bill" was a target for 
public officials from the day it was in- 
troduced, during consideration in the House 
Judiciary Committee and on the House floor. 

SCHOOL BOARD members citv coun- 
cilmen, city attorneys and university regents 
testified before the Judiciary Committee and 
buttonholed individual legislators telling 
them that too much public involvement in 
government could be harmful. 


The local government officials asked the 
lawmakers, "Do you really believe that 
personnel matters, collective bargaining 
matters or land acquisitions should be 
discussed in public?” 

The lawmakers got the message Amend- 
ments to Bullard's bill were introduced like 
they were being shot out of a machine gun 
BULLARD. A FIRST-term House member, 
accused his colleagues of shooting the bill full 
of loopholes. 

Replying during the final floor debate on 
the bill. Rep Thomas G Sharpe. R Howell, 
asked Bullard about his objections to ha vine 


personnel matters discussed in secret 

“I’m a little bit surprised that he would call 
these issues loopholes," Sharpe said, ‘‘if he 
was hired to defend a pot smoking, 
homosexual school teacher.” 

Sharpe said, “I’m sure he (Bullard) 
wouldn't want this to be brought out in an 
open meeting." 

Bullard stood firm and voted against his 
own bill. 

“1 VOTED NO because secret meetings 
would be allowed for discussing the hiring of 


personnel, purchase and disposition of real 
property, potential or pending litigation and 
collective bargaining," he said. 

“In addition," Bullard said, “at an 
emergency meeting matters concerning 
severe threats to health, welfare or safety of 
the citizenry could be discussed in secret.” 

“With respect to home rule city councils, 
this bill (the amended version) may allow 
more secrecy than is permitted at present,” 
Bullard continued 

THE STATE HOME RULE City Act states: 
“All sessions of the legislative body (city 
commissions and councils) and all records of 
the municipality shall be public.” 

“That this bill authorizes secrecy masked 
in the guise of anti-secrecy is a fraud on the 
public That is why I voted noon this bill.”

U.S. considers 
military ban 
policy change

Recent dramatic shifts in the American-Soviet sea power 
equation have brought on the sudden realization that the 
United States, as a matter of self interest, should end its 11- 
year-old military ostracism of the Republic of South Africa. 

The fourth Arab-Israeli war and the oil crisis that followed 
reinforced the belief among naval strategists, many 
congressmen and senators and informed civilians that the 
State Department and the Defense Department should work 
out a closer relationship with the white-governed nation 
which controls the strategic Cape of Good Hope »he gateway 
between the Atlantic and Indian oceans. 

Private, quiet exploratory efforts already have taken place 
looking toward a return to the traditional friendly at- 
mosphere between the United States and South Africa. 

BECAUSE OF SOUTH Africa’s racial separation policy, 
the merest hint of a possible change in relationship between 
Washington and Pretoria has produced an adverse reaction 
from some leaders^ black America’s pro- African lobby and 
various white church groups working for the reduction of all 
white influence in Africa. 


The sea power problem formed the theme of private 
conversations which Admiral Hugh H Biermann, com- 
mander in chief of South African defense forces, had recently 
with Acting Secretary of the Navy J William Middendorf, 
several key members of the House and Senate and senior • 
active and retired American naval officers. 

Biermann pointed out that the internal policies of his 
government should not bar closer military cooperation be- 
tween Washington and Pretoria including use of South 
African ports and base facilities by U.S. navy ships. 

As everyone is aware, the United States has ties in various 
parts of the world with governments whose internal policies 
do not win cheers in Washington. The rationale for such 
arrangements spotlights the strategic advantages such 
alliances produce. 

FROM THE AMERICAN point of view, what is involved 
world wide was explained recently to congressional com- 
mittees by Admiral Elmo R. R. Zumwalt, Jr. # the retiring 
chief of naval operations. „ . tf . . 

According to the 53-year-old Zumwalt the Soviet Union has 
built up its blue water navy to the point where the U.S. Navy 
can no longer guarantee control of the world’s sea lanes. 

“The Soviet Union’s capability to deny US the sea lanes, 
which is their job. now is greater than our capacity to keep 
the sea lanes open, which is our job.” he explained. 

This shift in the balance of strength of the two countries can 
only be reversed, he said, if Congress is willing to fund a 
multimillion dollar naval construction program. 

Nowhere is the U.S. Navy stretched more thinly than in the 
Indian Ocean. Ships on patrol there now have to steam as 
much as 5,000 miles from their nearest base facilities in the 
Philippines, through the straits of Malacca and then west- 
ward to the area of the Persian Gulf and the Arabian Sea. 


BECAUSE OF THAT LONG haul the navy wants to 
establish base facilities in the isolated Indian Ocean island of 
Diego Garcia, a British possession. Supplemental funds to 
build up a naval station there recently passed the house but 
were rejected in the senate. The navy, however, is expected 
to come back in the fiscal 1975 budget with another request 
that Congress provide the money for Diego Garcia. 

Undoubtedly that issue is touchy Several governments 
bordering the Indian Ocean, including India and Australia, 
have questioned whether more U.S. naval presence in the 
Indian Ocean would touch off a massive American-Soviet 
arms race in the whole Indian Ocean basin. Britain s labor 
government has said it wants to reconsider the 
arrangements worked out with Washington for the Diego 

Settlement of that island issue would logically bring up the 
question of whether U.S navy ships should again visit South 
African ports such as Durban, Port Elizabeth and Cape Town 
and even take advantage of the dry cocking and repair 
facilities at Simon’s Town, once a major station for Britain s 
royal navy 


THE UNITED STATES AND British navies now are 
engaged in clearing the Suez Canal This can be regarded in 
one way as a humanitarian task since, with the canal 
cleared, it will be easier to deliver American food aid to 
starving populations in the Indian subcontinent and the east 
coast of black Africa. 


But once the Suez Canal is opened the efficiency of the 
oviel fleet in the Black Sea will be doubled It will be 
datively easy then for the Russians to maintain a strong 
aval presence in the Indian Ocean. . _ n . 

A special report by the Institute for the Study of Conflict 
ISC), a private London-based think tank of military and 
conomlc experts, warned that it was tremendously im- 
ortant for western Europe and the United States to 
uarantee that oil tankers sailed without interruption from 
ie Persian Gulf, through the western Indian Ocean and

Tomato gains importance 
as home, commercial crop 

Breeding and hybridizing 
continue to benefit the 
tomato more than any other 
vegetable, since it is by far the 
most important crop grown 
commercially and in home 
gardens 

Garden 
is food 
source 

Vegetable 'gardens in 
Western Wayne County are a 
source of food and enjoyment. 

No one is likely to eat better 
than the home gardener who 
has a well-planned and cared- 
for garden, according to the 
Michigan State University 
Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice. 

Not only can the home 
gardener have fresher 
vegetables than he can buy. he 
can grow high-quality 
varieties that seldom can be 
purchased. 

A garden also provides 
wholesome recreation for the 
city or suburban family, an 
extension service spokesman 
said 

Working in a garden can be 
very relaxing after a long* day 
at the office 

The gluteus maximus or 
buttock muscle (extending the 
thigh ) is thebulkiest muscle of 
the bodv. 


Of course, breeding ob- 
jectives for commercial types 
are different from those 
demanded by home gardens 

Gardeners want good 
flavor, earliness and disease 
resistance, while commercial 
growers want a product that 
can be mechanically har- 
vested and withstand rigors of 
shipping 

WHEN CHOOSING 
tomatoes for your garden ask 
for disease-resistant types. 

They can be identified by the 
letters VFN or any com- 
bination of these - meaning 
resistance to verticilium and 
fusarium wilts, and nematode 
pests. 

To get the earliest fruit in 


Western Wayne County you 
must choose early varieties, 
and it's possible to have 
flowers or tiny fruit already 
formed at the time of tran- 
splanting. 

Tomato transplants should 
be leafy, with deep green 
coloring, and not spindly. 

ALSO. HALF the stem 
should be buried in the soil 
since this will produce extra 
roots. 

A mulch will help earlier 
fruit formation, especially a 
black plastic mulch, which 
will absorb heat into the soil 
and encourage strong root 
development, while keeping 
weeds in check and con- 
serving moisture.

to good grapes is care of your 
vines from the very start." 

WALLACE BEGINS his 
program every May wTien the 
first blossoms appear on the 
vines, spraying the flowers 
once when they first appear, 
once again in two weeks and 
then spraying the grapes after 
they begin growing 

"It keeps away the insects 
and makes for healthy 
grapes." he said ‘The 
healthier the gra^x?. the better 
the yield." 

After the spraying, Wallace 
watches his grapes grow, 
taking care to get rid of any 
pests as soon as they appear. 

After a summer of ripening, 
the Romulus man begins his 
"labor of love ” 

WALLACE TAKES this two 
clay crocks— one a seven- 
gallon container and the other 


a two-gallon eonta iner— and 
fills them l j full with whole 
grapes 

He adds five pounds of sugar 
for every two gallons of 
grapes he intends to ferment 
and tops mixture with water 

He allows his grapes to 
ferment in the dark from six 
to eight weeks bef are checking 
them, and squeezing the juices 
from the whole fruit 

"By then, they’ve absorbed 
the sugar and the water and 
are good for wine," Wallace 
said "The key is getting 
enough sugar in to drive waay 
the bitterness and to insure 
that the brew doesn't turn into 
vinegar " 

WALLACE SMH one of his 
secrets lo a smooth w ine is the 
next step in his process 

"After you have t I k* juice in 


the crock, you should add 
about two pounds of raisins 
and leave them for two 
weeks," he said "It starts the 
process again and mellows the 
taste " 

After the two weeks, the 
raisins are ready for eating, 
and the wine is ready for 
bottling 

"You pour the liquid m your 
jug and then put the top on. but 
not tight." Wallace added 

The fermenlalion continues 
and if the cap is tight, the jug 
rriav explode 

THE RAISINS serve as 
after-dinner goodies, "but you 
shouldn't eat too many, even 
though they’re good." Wallace 
said 

"They’ll get you good and 
drunk." he added 

After a couple of weeks in 
jugs, the wine is ready for full 
capping and for a toast to a 


deserving fnend 

I don't buy beer or liquor.' 
Wallace said "This w ine is all 
l can offer nv friends 


"There are some who come

Will talking to house plants 
make them grow better’’ 

Not if die plants don’t like 
you. according to a polygraph 
operator with the Wayne 
County Sheriff s Department. 

Plants are so incredibly 
sensitive that they show 
electric reaction when a 
human even "thinks" about 
cutting, burning, hurting or 
watering them, according 
to Adam Kurylew, the 
polygraph operator. 

A DEMONSTRATION 
recently held at the Wayne 
County Road Patrol in 
Westland showed that a 
philodendron plant reacted 
negatively to one person when 
he thought about harming the 
plant. 

Another person left the 
room and the plant emitted a 
series of excited reactions 

Kurylew, on leave from the 
sheriff's department, at- 
tached the electrodes of a lie 
detector used on humans to 
the leaves of several plants to 
read the electronic reactions 
given off When the plant was 
left alone in a sunny spot, it 
"hummed" with quiet 
vibrations. 

But when R was burned, 
pinched, squeezed- or. hit. it— 

gave off reactions similar to 
pain. Kurylew said 

ONE PERSON in the room 
was so sensitive that when he 
thought of making a salad out 
of the plant, it became elec- 
tronically hysterical. 

Kurylew said he became 
curious about plant com- 
munication while he was 
studying the poly graph in New 
York A professor in a nearby 
office had extensive equip- 
ment to measure plant 
responses and he began 
talking to students in the 
professor’s classes and 
reading Dr. Cleve Backster’s 
work on plant polygraphing. 

One afternoon he said his

wife’s rubber plant became a 
prime victim for some 
communication, but he 
couldn’t gel any electronic 
response from the large plant 
When his w-ife. drove in the 
driveway, the plant began 
emitting vibrations and it 
"went crazy” when she came 
in the room and began talking 
KURYLEW ADDED that in 
a later experiment, at his 
doctor’s office, the doctor was 
able to "communicate" with 
the large plant in his waiting 
room, getting positive and 
negative reactions about the 
plant’s condition and location. 

It’s really strange but a lot 
of people think plunls can 
communicate." Kurylew said 
Two plants from a florist 
signals, shown by widely- 
spaced scratches on the

7 townships seek ruling on sheriff's patrols

With Huron Township 
Supervisor George W\ Moore 
acting as group chairman, 
seven of Wayne County’s 10 
townships have joined forces 


to battle a proposal by the 
Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners to curtail 
township patrols by sheriff’s 
department officers 
The seven townships were 
represented by their super- 


visors in an open meeting last 
week in Huron Township at 
which they voted in favor of a 
court’s declaratory 
judgement to "find out just 
what constitutes law en- 
forcement in the county’s 


townships,” according to 
Moore 

The board of commissioners 
considered ending the 
sheriffs department Road 
Patrol activity in all of the 
county’s townships Oct 1 for 


financial reasons, Moore said. 
Policing responsibilities 
would then fall on the in- 
dividual townships 
COUNTY FUNDING for the 
sheriffs department expires 
Oct 1. 


The five townships 
represented at the meeting, in 
addition to Huron, were 
Sumpter, Brow-nstown. 
Canton, Northville and 
Plymouth The three ab- 
staining were the townships of 


Redford, Grosse lie and 
Grosse Pointe. 

Moore said each of the seven 
townships pledged $1,000 to a 
legal fund to be used for 
preventing the termination of 
the sheriff's patrols. 


HE SAID THE cost to 
taxpayers for road patrol 
service throughout the 
county’s townships is “less 
than $600,000 out of a $300 
million budget, the depart- 
ment has.”

PROVIDE PENALTIES FOR VIOLATION THEREOF 

THE CITY OF BELLEVILLE ORDAINS: 

Section I. That Ordinance No. 56-77, as amended, en- 
titled “The City of Belleville Water and Sewer Or- 
dinance”, be and it is hereby further amended by 
changing Section 5.2 and Section 5.3, and adding Sections 
5.6, 5.7. 5.8, 5.9 and 5.10, which amended and added sec- 
tions shall read as follows: 

Section 5.2 APPLICATION FOR PERMIT. Permits 
may be obtained by making written application to the 
department on forms provided by the City. 

Section 5.3. PERMIT FEES. Permits will be issued only 
upon payment of all fees required and full compliance 
with all other provisions of this ordinance. 

Section 5.6 PAVED STREETS For all water and sewer 
connections or enlargements or reduction in size of 
existing tap in streets when the work is to be done by the 
City and where it is inecessary to break pavement, there 
will be charged a minimum fee of $200.00, in addition to all 
other fees and charges provided for in this ordinance. If 
the full cost of breaking and replacing pavement exceed 
$200.00, such additional cost shall be paid before the water 
and-or sewer service is put into use. 

Section 5.7 WORK BY CONTRACTOR The owner of 
any property may arrange to have any tap or any 
enlargement or reduction in size of existing tap for the 
sewer and water made by a qualified contractor. The 
contractor employed by the owner for such work must be 
a licensed underground sewer and water contractor and 
at the time the contractor applies for a permit, he shall 
submit to the department evidence of such license. In 
addition the contractor shall submit evidence of Work- 
men’s Compensation covering his employees and public 
liability and property damage insurance in an amount not 
less than $100,000.00 for any person, $300,000.00 for any 
one occurrence and $50,000.00 property damage with such 
insurance being endorsed so that the City of Belleville is 
protected from any and all claims. 

Section 5 8 CONTRACTOR DEPOSIT Before a permit is 
issued to a contractor, a minimum cash deposit of $300 00, 
in addition to all other fees and charges provided for in 
this Ordinance, shall be paid to the City Treasurer Upon 
acceptance of pavement replacement by the City the 
deposit shall be refunded, less costs of inspection and 
maintenance, if any, of the damaged pavement to 
preserve the public safety 

Section 5.9 BREAKING OF PAVEMENT AND 
REPLACEMENT Breaking of pavement shall be 
preceded by line drilling of four inch centers around the 
area to be removed Before replacing pavement, it shall 
be sawcut so that all damaged and undermined pavement 
shall be removed If the proposed sawcut location is

within five feet of a pavement joint, the pavement shall be 
removed to the joint. Concrete shall attain a strength of at 
least 3500 pounds per square inch 28 days after placement. 
Backfill under pavement* shall be porous material com- 
pacted to 95 percent of the maximum unit weight. 

Section 5.10 BONDS. Upon receipt, the contractor shall 
furnish a performance bond in cash or certified check in 
an amount deemed necessary by the department to 
guarantee performance under the conditions of this Or- 
dinance and the permit issued, and to assure payment of 
all fees and charges the department may forfeit all or any 
portion of the bond which shall be necessary to cover any 
expense, including inspection costs or damage incurred 
the department through the granting of this permit, 
e bond or any balance thereof will be returned to the 
contractor upon completion of the work to the 
satisfaction of the department. The performance bond 
provided for herein, when it cannot be returned, shall 6e 
deposited in the general fund and become a part thereof 
unless claimed within one year of the date of completion of 
the construction authorized by this permit. 

Section 2. REPEAL — All Ordinances or parts of Or- 
dinances in conflict herewith are hereby repealed only to 
the extent necessary to give this Ordinance full force and 
effect.

CHAPTER X 
ARTICLE 1 

OMNIBUS PENAL CODE 

An Ordinance to define certain criminal acts which are 
unlawful and to provide penalty therefor in order to 
preserve the peace, health and public welfare of the City 
of Romulus and the citizens thereof. 

Section 1. Short Title. 

This Ordinance shall be known as “The Omnibus Penal 
Code" 

Section 2 Repeal of Existing Ordinances. 

Chapter X, Article I of the City Ordinances of the City of 
Romulus entitled Disorderly Persons Ordinance is hereby 
repealed and in its place and stead this ordinance is 
hereby substituted. 

Section 3. Non - Support 

A. It shall be unlawful for any person of sufficient 
ability, who is the parent of, legal guardian for, or is 
lawfully obligated to support a minor child or minor 
children under seventeen ( 17 ) years of age, to fail, neglect 
or refuse to provide necessary and proper shelter, food, 
care and clothing for said minor child or minor children 

B It shall be unlawful for any husband of sufficient 
ability to fail, neglect or refuse to provide the necessary 
and proper shelter, food, care and clothing for his wife 
Section 4 Loitering. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to loiter in a public 
place in such a manner as to hinder, impede or in- 
convenience, or to tend to hinder, impede or in- 
convenience, the lawful passage of pedestrians, vehicles 
or other persons attempting to enter, leave or move about 
in a public place. 

Section 5. Frequenting Gambling House. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to appear at, 
frequent or be present in or about any gambling house of 
any dwelling or establishment for the purpose ol 
engaging in or being entertained by said gambling at any 
time when illegal gambling is taking place 
Section 6 Prostitution 

It shall be unlawful for any person to be a common 
prositute or to solicit for prostitution. 

Section 7. Frequently a House of Prostitution or 
Procuring or Employing the Services of a Prostitute 

It shall be unlawful for any person to appear at, 
frequent or be present in or about any house of 
prostitution or any dwelling or establishment of the 
purpose of engaging in the act of prostitution during any 
time when the act of prostitution is being performed It 
shall be further unlawful for any person to procure or 
induce any other person to commit an act of prostitution 
or to do any other lewd or immoral act 
Section 8 Malicious Use of Service Provided by Com- 
munications Common Carrier. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to maliciously use 
any service provided by a communications common 
carrier with intent to terrorize, frighten, intimidate, 
threaten, harass, molest or annoy any other person, or to 
disturb the peace and quiet of any other person by any of 
the following 

A Threatening physical harm or damage to any person 
or property in the course of a telephone conversation 

B Falsely and deliberately reporting that any person 
has been injured, has suddenly taken ill, has suffered 
death, or has been the victim of a crime, or of an accident 

C Using any vulgar, indecent, obscene or offensive 
language or suggesting any lewd or lascivious act in the 
course of a telephone conversation 
Section 9 Begging 

It shall be unlawful for any person to beg in a public 
place 

Section 10 Drunk and Disorderly 

It shall be unlawful for any person to be drunk or in- 
toxicated. or engaged in any indecent, disruptive, of- 
fensive or obscene conduct in any public place 
Section 11 Disturbing the Peace 

It shall be unlawful for any person to make any im-

proper or offensive noise, to incite or disturb other per- 
sons or cause them to riot, or to engage in or aid and abet 
in any fight, quarrel or other public disturbance, or to 
jostle and roughly crowd people together unnecessarily, 
or to disturb the peace and normal tranquil setting of a 
neighborhood or a crowd in a public place. 

Section 12. School Disturbances 

A. It shall be unlawful for any person to damage, 
destroy or deface any public, private, or parochial school 
building or any building owned, occupied, or otherwise 
used by any public, private or parochial school or the 
grounds, fences, trees or other appurtenances or fixtures 
belonging thereto 

B It shall be unlawful for any person to willfully or 
maliciously make or assist in making any noise, 
disturbance or improper diversion by which the peace, 
quietude or good order of any class, gathering or other 
function in any public, private or parochial school or on 
the grounds belonging thereto is disturbed 

C. It shall be unlawful for any person to indulge in in- 
decent, lewd or immoral conduct in any building or in any 
property owned, occupied or otherwise used by a public, 
private, or parochial school. 

D It shall be unlawful for any person to enter or remain 
in any building or on any grounds owned, occupied or 
otherwise used by any public, private or parochial school 
for any purpose other than a purpose related to school 
business unless authorized in writing by a duly em- 
powered official of such public, private or parochial 
school, or unless he or she is a student or employee thereof 
or a parent or guardian of any student enrolled therein. 
Section 13. Assault and Battery 

It shall be unlawful for any person to commit an assault 
or an assault and battery upon any other person.' 

Section 14 Unlawful Entry 

It shall be unlawful for any person to break and enter or 
to enter without breaking any dwelling, house or building 
or to trespass upon the lands or other premises of another 
person whether occupied or unoccupied without first 
obtaining permission toenter from the owner or occupant, 
agent, or person having immediate control thereof, 
provided that this section shall not apply to entering 
without breaking any premises which at the time of such 
entry was open to the public, unless such entry has been 
expressly denied 

For the purposes of this section the fencing of any lands 
or premises or the posting of “No Trespassing" signs 
about such lands or premises shall be prima facie 
evidence that the owner, occupant or agent of the owner of 
said la ads or premises has expressly denied permission to 
enter thereon. 

This section shall not apply in cases where the breaking 
and entering or entering without breaking were com- 
mitted by a peace officer or someone under his direction 
in the lawful performance of his duties as such peace 
officer 

Section 15 Indecent Exposure. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to knowingly make 
any open or indecent exposure of his or her person in a 
public place 

Section 16 Malicious Destruction of Property or Van- 
dalism 

It shall be unlawful for any person to willfully or 
maliciously destroy, vandalize or otherwise injure the 
personal property of any other person causing damages in 
an amount of $100 or less. 

Section 17 Shoplifting 

It shall be unlawful for any person to commit the offense 
of larceny by stealing from a building, property of another 
person, the value of which is $100 or less, or by tran- 
sporting from one department or section of a business the 
property of another person, the value of which is $100 or 
less, w ith the intent to commit the offense of larceny 

Section 18 Receiving Stolen, Embezzled or Converted 
Property 

It shall be unlawful for any person to buy, receive, or aid 
tn the concealment of any stulcn, embezzled or converted 
property of another person, knowing the same to have 


been stolen, embezzled or converted, the value of which 
property is $100 or less. 

Section 19 Interference with a Police Officer in the 
Lawful Performance of His Duty. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to interfere with, 
hinder, or in any way impede a police or law enforcement 
officer while such officer is acting in the lawful per- 
formance of his duty. 

Section 20 Fictitious Reports to Police Officers. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to willfully and 
knowingly make to any police or law enforcement officer 
a fictitious report of the commission of any violation of 
any ordinance of the City, knowing the same to be false 
Section 21.
